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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . Claims 20-26, 28-29, and 33-42 are allowed. 



2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claimed invention of 
linear associative memory-based hardware architecture for fault tolerant ASIC/FPGA 
work-around, as claimed by Applicant. Specifically, independent claims 20 and 33 
disclose using a circuit for checking the integrity of one or more input vectors to a digital 
hardware block and a programmable logic unit that comprises a plurality of 
interconnected hardware blocks, a feedforward linear associative memory neural network 
checking circuit, a software work-around, and the selection circuit connected to the 
checking circuit. 



3. The closest prior art of "Artificial Neural Network Based Multiple FauU Diagnosis in 

Digital Circuits", IEEE (1998) by A. A. Al-Jumah et al teaches a technique based on the 
use of Artificial Neural Networks for the diagnosis of multiple faults in digital circuits, 
but fails to teach or suggest a circuit using a SRAM array and a content-addressable 
memory for storing the known bad input vectors and also using said SRAM to update 
both the linear associative memory and the weight matrix and in particular the selection 
circuit connected to a feedforward linear associative memory neural network checking 
circuit. To the extent that this feature is not found in the prior art cited by Examiner, the 
present case is held allowable over the art of record.
